•it Fort Gam", on the 4th March, lSTg w;s this day pronounced in open Court at 
Wii'inino"" against Louis Riel, and a record c>f the proceedings to judgment of out¬ 
lawry, and the judgment was duly, filed and enrolled in Court. The judgment of 
outluwi v in capital cases amounts to a conviction of the crime of which the defend-, 
ant is indicted ns much as if he had been actually tried'and found guilty by the 
verdict of a jury; and if the defendant be apprehended and committed to prison 
(and mty one with dr without warrant may lake and deliver him to prisQn) the 
Justices of gaol deliver}" may at once without any previous proceedings award 
execution agaiust him. ~ • . 

The case would, therefore, seem to fall under 32-33 Y., c. 29, see. 107/-as 
amended by 36 V., c. 3, see. 1, by which I am required forthwith to report the' case 
for the iuformation of His Excellency, in order that the pleasure of tho Crown may, 
be known thereon. .
